trouble between the states. The family home is located top end of the 
square and is now a museum, complete with Dan’s renowned Henry 
Rifle which he used to protect the White House in the early days of 
America’s Civil War. Three of the buildings located around the square 
- the Courthouse, the McCook House and the Van Horne Building 
are all on the National Registry of Historic Sites.
